THE INSANE ASYLUM. 


MB EDITOR:—ID an article written 


by "Citizen" that appeared in your 
paper yexterdav morning it seems to 
rje that he did not use all the argo- 
nnnts that h« mi«ht have done re- 
garding tbe removal of the insane to 
this State, and if you will allow mn 
the space I will aid reasons tb'at ap- 
pear to me to be very cogent in favor 
of their removal. Ic is well known 
that mauv of oar insane who are 
cared for by the State are too poor to 
piy their own expenses, and gener- 
ally their relations are as yoor us 
they are. Now when they are sent 
two or three hundred miles away the 
expense of going to sue them IP so 
great that in verv rmny cases friends 
that are near and dear are entirely 
p evented from seeing them; when, 
were they in our own State they 
might frequently have consolation by 
visiting them anil perhaps, aid in 
their care. Next, it costs the Stata 
not far from 8101) extra to convey 
ouch patient to California, which will 


ake that patient cost tho State about 
J a week for one year, and to that 


you have to add the expense of bis 
retui.i, w ion will not be very much 
less 
Next, it is disgraceful iu the 


extreme for a State to hire its insane 
kept ubro«d when we are amply able 
to cult* for them at home, and there is 
no re iionable excuse f >r doing it. 
Those poor 
unfortunates are not 


criminals, but objects of special mer- 
cy and consideration, and whatever 
may b i said to the contrary they can 
never receive that eare aud consider- 
ation by men who do not keep them 
from love or from duty, but onlv be- 
cause they can pocket a few dollars 
They keeu them for dol lars and d»I I ars 
only. 
Whereas were it an institution 


of the State the whole people would 
take pride in seeing th-jrn well caret1 


for, aud tlie persons in charge would 
at least not have the influence of 
money against their being tenderly 
nurtured und maintained. Next, tbe 
cost for keeping our insane for tbe 
next two 3 ears cannot be very much 
less than 8100.000, and if tbe asylum 
is not built during tbe two coming 
years the two succeeding years will 
cost from 8120,000 to SUO.OOO. 
The 


first #100,000 from our contract wi h 
Drs Langdon & Clark have to be 
puid out, but it seems to me to be the 
worst of financiering to pay oct the 
last when tbe time cannot be very far 
distant when we most have an asylum 
of our own. Next, with an asylum 
of oar own, Irom what I know of 
their management, I honestly be 
lieve that the cost of each patient per 
week from the first will be less than 
$5, and we will save in one year 
from ttn to twenty thousand dollars, 
say thirty thousand ID two years. 
AD asylum can be built for say 860,- 
)00 tha1; will accommodate our insane 
For a great number of years to com»; 
but, gentlemen when some of yon are 
in it, as undoubtedly some of yon 
will be—on a visit—will you not be 
very proud of your work? 
Next, 


suppose the State lax is not reduced 


low sixty cents for two years, and 


allow the building fund tor to re- 
main as part of that sixty cents, who 
will be the poorer, and who will not 
rejoice and feel i>roud that we are no 
onger outraging humanity by hiring 
our frienda and relations kept like so 
many cuttle. 
Now regarding the 


reasoning of some of the papers it 
seems to me they do not take this 
Fact into- consideration. That what 
is paid for the erection of a State In- 
sane Asylum is not a direct loss to 
the Stale, and that wuen we pay 
$100,000 or any other sum out for 
that purpose most of the money re- 
turns again into general circulation, 
and muy again, be obtained by the 
same parties who at first furnished 
it; whereas, wben we send to Cali 
forma S100.000 our Stiite is actually 
8100,000 poorer, for the money will 
never be returned. Gentlemen of 
tho Senate and Assembly when Ihe 
the people elected you to your high 
and honerable position they expected 
3 ou to erect a proper home for their 
friends and relatives who have been 
stricken by a disease that more than 
any other renders them peculiarly 
and particularly objects of your care 
aud solicitude.

Said Company 


has also erected '•eveial large di>ms 
on said river, commonly known us 


* flood dums," thereby restraining Ihe 
regular flow of water therein, and 
that it is a regular and common prac- 
tice of paid Company to open the 
gates of the upper dam, then a« the 
rushing waters reach each dam be- 
low in succession, to open the gates 
of those, thereby accumulating a vast 
quantity of water and turning the 
Btme loose in one body, flooding and 
driting all before it 
raising the 


water in tbe channel of said river 
from four to six feet in height in a 
few moments 
< f time, the 
waters 


sweeping with irresistible force for a 
distance of nearly one hundred miles 
to Pyramid l»k>», in its course carry 
ing a large quantity of sawd list, bark 
and debris, and depositing tho same 
in vast 
quantities in 
irrigating 


ditches and on lands of farmers, ofcen 
obstructing said ditches aud causing 
expensive and troublesome breaks 
There is another serious oojeetion to 
tbiafmtermittent flow of the stream. 
It is bat a few years since the first 
experiment of irrigating nnr sage 
brush land was marvelous 
It is 


only necessary to compare the True- 
kee valley now with its appearance 
ten years ago to convince you of tlie 
great benefit to be derived from the 
judicious use of the waters of the 
Trnckee river. Irrigation is in its 
infancy. Not one fourth of the land 
in the Tinckee basin, capable of cnl 
tivation by proper irrigation, is yet 
reclaimed from the sugebrnsh plains; 
yet, we are now confronted with Ihe 
stern reality, that we have reached 
the limit of our water supply with 
tbe ditches already operating anj in 
cour e of construction—in fuel there 
is not sufficient water in the river to 
fill the ditches now completed—when 
the gates are closed! 10 khe "flood 
dams" on tbe npper waters of the 
Trackee river, It is estimated that 
ID the Summer and early Fall of the 
year more than one half of the waters 
of the stream are wasted or rendered 
unless by holding them back, and 
then turning tham loose in floods of 
such vast proportions, that it 13 not 
only useless, but is in reality an ob 
jeot of dread and terror to those hav- 
ing property on tbe stream, and a 
ternblfl instrument of destruction to 
tbe ditches in operation

„, or to take water from tbe 


^ruckee river. These ditches are of 
an average size or area Jo) twenty six 
(26) square feet eaob, or a, total of 
(312) three hundred »nd twelve 
square feet, making a river of seventy 
dye (75) feet in width, and over fonr 
(4)lwt in~<fepth. This will of course 
Gave a less" rapid-current than tbe 
Trackee river itself, bat it is suffi- 
cient to show tbe mammoth interests 
involved, and tbe enterprise is still 
in its infancy. Son e effort must be
